la|Mllf begaq to be adopted. 

FIDiil this time wo begin to bear of 
turnpikes, ami as time went on turn 
pike acts were passed and turnpilce 
roads began to be talked about. 
Wilb iDorsaaed Irallic and belter 
roads the stage wagon replaced the 
packhorse in Iho conveyance of mer- 
cbandldisc— Ihe huge tilted wagon 
that survived llll railway tlnioe, with 
its six or eight Steele horses, tbesmart 
wavoner riding his cob by the sldcof 
It, flourishing his long rarlwhip, 
tberoad wound ihrmigh iiiidulatiug 
ground wllh cornflolds and pastures, 
atlii mostly unenclosed, and by-ways 
' branching oP'witb way poata, at the 
Junction pointing to some village 
whose spiiu shows over the hillside. 

In the year 17117 the system of col- 
lecting tolls wks extended lo the great 
roads in all directions, and the ctis- 
lomsry stalnic labor was approprial- 
cd entirely lo the cross or country 
roads. This date marks ' the beglu- 
nlDgoflbe era of stage coaches, and 
the rail development ofUn organized 

Sateni of posting from stage to atagc 
ongtbo pulillc roads. 
From thia time the roads of Eng. 
Mod began lo rouse the wonder and 
•BTyof other nations. In France 
etpecially, just before the revolution 
■•7 jra.the roads woroexccrable, ami 
the few public conveyances clumsy 
and badly horsed. Everything bad 
to give way lo rqulpagosoflbe grand 
seigneurs, and the starving peasantry 
were ilraggeil from IheirJoppy fields 
lo draw the gilded coach of the mar- 
Mpit or oonnt out of the qnagmircs of 
IIM public road.
